disaccharides, oligo- and polysaccharides, cyclodextrines, polyalcohols, salts, or mixtures of th e se 
e xcipi e nts with on e another thereof . 

Claim 14 (currently amended): The Inhalable powder according to claim 13, wherein 
charact e rised in that the excipient has a maximum average particle size of up to 250^im ? pr e f e rably 
betwe e n 10 and 150jam . 

Claim 15 (currently amended): The ^pharmaceutical composition according to claim 12, 
wherein the composition is an characterised in that it i s an inhalable powder which contains only the 
anticholinergic of the formula 1 and the compound of the formula 2 as its ingredients. 

Claim 16 (currently amended): The Ppharmaceutical composition according to claim 12, 
wherein the composition characteris e d in that it is a propellant-containing inhalable aerosol which 
contains the anticholinergic of the formula 1 and the compound of the formula 2 in dissolved or 
dispersed form. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): The Ppharmaceutical composition in the form of a 
propellant-containing inhalable aerosol according to claim 16, charact e ris e d in that it contains, as 
prop e l lant gas wherein the propellant is a % hydrocarbons s uch as n propane, n butane or isobutane 
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er or a halohydrocarbo ns such as chlorinated and/or fluorinated derivatives of methane, ethane, 
propane, butane, cyclopropan e or cyclobutan e . 

Claim 18 (currently amended): The p Pharmaceutical composition in the form of a 
propellant-containing inhalable aerosol according to claim 17, characterised in that wherein the 
propellant gas is TG11, TG12, TG134a (1,1,1,2-tetrafluoroethane), TG227 (1,1,1,2,3,3,3- 
heptafluoropropane) or a mixture thereof. 

Claim 19 (currently amended): The ^pharmaceutical composition according to claim 12, 
charact e ris e d in that it wherein the composition is a propellant-free inhalable solution or suspension 
which contains water, ethanol or a mixture of water and ethanol as solvent. 

Claim 20 (currently amended): The Ppharmaceutical composition in the form of an 
inhalable solution or suspension according to claim 19, charact e ris e d in that wherein the pH is 2 to 7, 
pr e ferably 2 to 5. 

Claim 21 (currently amended): A capsule comprising Capsules, characteris e d in that they 
contain an inhalable powder according to claim 13 or 14 .

where the sequential administration is close in time, or remote in time. 
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Claim 26 (currently amended): The method according to claim 25 wherein the pulmonary 
disease is asthma, COPD, or another obstructive airways disease exacerbated by bronchial 
hyperreactivity and bronchospasm. 

Claim 27 (currently amended): The method according to claim 25 or 26 wherein said 
administration by inhalation comprises simultaneous or sequential delivery of said combination of 
therapeutic agents, comprising the anticholinergic of the formula 1 and the compound of the 
formula 2, in the form of an aerosol or dry powder dispersion. 

Claim 28 (currently amended): The method according to on e or more of th e claims claim 25 
wherein the anticholinergic of the formula 1 is the compound of the formula la. 

Claim 29 (currently amended): The method according to one or more of th e claim s claim 25 
te-37, wherein the anticholinergic of the formula 1 is the compound of the formula lb. 

Claim 30 (currently amended): A package comprising a pharmaceutical composition 
according to on e or more of the claims claim 1 to 22 for insertion into a device of simultaneous or 
sequential delivery of said pharmaceutical composition in the form of an aerosol or dry powder 
dispersion, to a mammal in need of treatm e nt thereof . 

Claim 31 (currently amended): An Inhaler comprising a pharmaceutical composition 
according to on e or mor e of th e claims claim 1 to 22 for simultaneous or sequential delivery of said 
pharmaceutical composition in the form of an aerosol or dry powder dispersion, to a mammal in 
need thereof of tr e atm e nt . 

Claim 32 (currently amended): A Pharmaceutical composition, charact e rised in that it 
contains comprising an anticholinergic in combination with the compound of the formula 2 
optionally in the form of a pharmacologically acceptable acid addition sddition salt thereof, 
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optionally in the form of a solvate or hydrate and optionally together with a pharmaceutically 
acceptable excipient.
